other countries meet to talk over the advantages and the 
problems of breastfeeding and to trade experiences.

I'd add from my own experience that nursing a baby is 
a great trip and that the League, though its composition 
varies from place to place, usually attracts interesting 
women whose concern is for PEOPLE more than things 
or images.

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The Unanimous Declaration 


of Interdepedence 


When in the course of evolution it becomes necessary for one species to denounce the 
notion of independence from all the rest, and to assume among the powers of the earth, 
the interdependent station to which the natural laws of the cosmas have placed them, 

a decent respect for the opinions of all mankind requires that they should declare the 
conditions which impel them to assert their interdependence. 


We hold these truths to be self-evident that all species have evolved with equal and 
unalienable rights, that among these are life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. That to 
insure these rights, nature has instituted certain principles for the sustenence of all species, 
deriving these principles from the capabilities of the planet’s life-support system. That 
whenever any behavior by members of one species becomes destructive of these principles, 
it is the function of other members of that species to alter or abolish such irrelevant 
behavior and to reestablish the theme of interdependence with all life, in such a form and in 
accordance with those natural principles that will effect their safety and happiness. Prudence, 
indeed, will dictate that cultural values long established should not be altered for light and 
transient causes, that mankind is more disposed to suffer from asserting a vain notion of 
independence than to right themselves by abolishing that culture to which they are now 
accustomed. But when a long train of abuses and usurpations of these principles of 
interdependence, evines a subtle design to reduce them, through absolute despolation of the 
planet’s fertility, to a state of ill will, bad health, and great anxiety, it is their right, it is 
their duty, to throw off such notions of independence from other species and from the 
life-support system and to provide new guards for the reestablishment of security, and 
maintenance of these principles, Such has been the quiet and patient sufferage of all 
species, and such is now the necessity which constrains the species homo sapiens to 

reassert the principles of interdependence, The history of the present notion of independence 
is a history of repeated injuries and usurpations all having in direct effect the establishment 
of an absolute tyranny over life. To prove this let facts be submitted to a candid world. 


© People are proliferating in such an irresponsible manner as to threaten the 
survival of all species. 


e People have refused to recognize that they are interacting with other species 
in an evolutionary process

© People have fouled the waters that all life drinks of:and they have fouled the 
air that all life partakes of. 


e People have transformed the face of the earth to enhance their notion of 
independence from it and in so doing have interrupted many natural 
processes that they are dependent upon. 


¢ People have contaminated the common household with substances 
that are foreign to the life processes which are causing many organisms 
great difficulties. 


e People have massacred and extincted fellow species for their feathers and 
fur, for their skins and tusks. 


e People have persecuted most persistantly those known as coyote, lion, wolf, 
and fox because of their dramatic role in the expression of interdependence, 


e People have warred upon one another which has brought great sorrow to 
themselves and vast destruction to the homes and the food supplies of 
many living things. 

e People have denied others the right to live to completion their 
interdependencies to the full extent of their capabilities. 


We therefore, among the mortal representatives of the eternal process of life and evolutionary 
principles, in mutual humbleness, explicitly stated, appealing to the ecological consciousness 
of the world for the rectitude of our intentions, do solemly publish and declare that all 
species are interdependent, that they are all free to realize these relationships to the full 
extent of their capabilities; that each species is subservient to the requirements of the 

natural processes that sustain all life. And for the support of this declaration with a firm 
reliance on all other members of our species who understand their consciousness as a 
capability, to assist all of us and our brothers to interact in order to realize a life process 

that manifests its maximum potential of diversity, vitality and planetary fertility to 

ensure the continuity of life on earth.

TRINIDAD'S MODEL CITY 


Drop City and Libre formed a group called Community Matrix in order to contribute pooled design ideas 
to Trinidad, Colorado, the town being on the verge of receiving federal assistance. In addition to Baer’s 
low-cost housing projections, Community Matrix conceived this plan: 


Cover 4 city blocks with a climate controlled dome utilizing solar energy. Fuller submitted an estimate 
for a 250 ft. dome of $2 million. In the bitterest of winters it’s tee-shirts and gardens! 


All traffic is underground as well as banks, stores, fire department, parking, police station. 


The city hall and the jail would be inside the dome. As no structural strength is required by walls in this 
dome, a system of moveable partitions would be employed using wood, plastic, glass, mirror and dyed 
cloth both opaque and translucent. 


Trinidad has a defunct brick factory we all encouraged to be reopened as a ceramic factory for the world‘s 
choicest tiles. For demonstration purposes much of the inside of the dome would be tiled: sidewalks, 
benches, fountains, streams. 


The entire ground level inside will be a garden of changes. With climate control, plants of all regions will 
be able to grow simultaneously, contributing oxygen and primal information. 


2 and 3 dimensional visions appear everywhere. Color in its glory will enhance all things. 


Lighting will be computerized to allow a continuous flow of changing light so that no 24 hour period will 
be the same. Color will alter according to the specific relativities exclusive to that day thereby changing 
all the designs in the dome. In addition projections of a great variety would appear in various locations in 
the evening. 


A totally walless and casual restaurant would occupy a choice location in the center of the dome. Tables 
would be constructed of many materials and be totally different formally so that each guest would need 
to find the perfect spot for himself. The menu’s total consideration would be given to health. Also small 
natural juice bars would be scattered in the trees. ‘ : 


Rest rooms would be constructed of rocks to simulate a grotto and would include a large waterfall against 
one wall inside.

By a combination of objects, garden 
and lighting a variety of immediate 
small environments would be created 
which would lend themselves to diverse 
uses. 


We think of those working in the partitioned 
areas of the city hall and the jail. Their 
surroundings should be healthy and restful 
contributing to their pleasure in their work. 
Dig the mayor who is surrounded by strong 
growing plants, light and quiet, and the happy 
‘incarceration. 


Domes were suggested for the needed high 
school, health center, culture and convention 
center. There would be a youth dome admin- 
istered only by youth. 


Much of the picturesque Trinidad would 
remain except for a sprucing up. Select 

old stone buildings would be sand blasted, 
others painted in a semblance of their 
original intention. Most signs would be 
removed. Remaining signs would be creative 
and individual without blasting your eyeball 
with misinformation. The old west image 
would inevitably contrast dramatically with 
the futurist dome thereby satisfying right 
and left. 


The city’s parks would all be tuned up to 
bring together the Trinidadians. Concerts 

of every type would go on in the unused 

and magnificent gazebo. Music should 
preferably be played by local musicians 

with visiting bands once a month. Mariachi, 
Rock, Cowboy, Spiritual and Classical sounds 
could happen simultaneously on a Sunday 
afternoon in the many small parks. 


Fisher’s Peak is a wonder of a flat-topped 
mountain looming over Raton Pass. It 
belongs to Rockefeller who comes once 

a year if he’s not too busy, to shoot wild 
turkey with Governor Love on his Fisher's 
Peak. We suggest that the Govs donate the 
peak to everyone.as a national park with an 
immaculately designed ski-lift to the top 
(where few people have been because of 
Nelson‘s guards and fences) from which 
can be seen epic vistas of the Sangre de 
Cristo mountains, the Great Plains, the 
Nuevo Mexico desert.

I. POPULATION 


The Condition 


position: Man is but a part of the fabric of life——dependant 
of course on the whole fabric for his very existence, and also 
responsible to it. As the most highly developed tool-using 
animal, he must recognize that the evolutionary destinies 
(unknown) of other life forms are to be respected, and act 
as gentle steward of the earth’s community of being. 


situation: There are now too many human beings, and the 
problem is growing rapidly worse. It is potentially disastrous 
not only for the human race but for most other life forms. 


goal: The goal would be half of the present world population 
or less. 


Action 


social/political: Legalize abortion, encourage vasectomy and 
sterilization (provided free by clinics)-remove income tax 
deductions for more than two children above a specified 
income level, and scale it so that lower income families are 
forced to be careful too. Take a vigorous stand against the 
Catholic church and any other institutions that exercise an 
irresponsible political force in regard to this question; work 
ceaselessly to make all political problems be seen and solved 
in the light of this prime problem. 


the community: Explore other social structures and marriage 

’ forms, such as group marriage and polyandrous marriage which 
provide family life but which produce less children. Share 
the pleasure of raising children widely, so that all need not 
directly reproduce to enter into this basic human experience. 
Let no two persons produce more than two children. Adopt 
children. Let reverence for life and for the feminine mean also 
a reverence for other species, most of which are threatened. 


our own heads: “I am a child of all life, and all living beings 
are my brothers and sisters, my children_and grandchildren. 
& there is a child within me waiting to be brought to birth, 
the baby of a new and wiser self.” Love, love-making, a 
male and a female together, seen as the vehicle of mutual 
realization, where the creation of new selves and new worlds 
of beings is as important as making babies.

II. POLLUTION 


The Condition 


position: Pollution is an excess production of substances which’ 
cannot be absorbed or transmuted rapidly enough to offset 
their introduction, thus causing changes the cycle is not 
prepared for. All organisms have wastes and by-products, and 
these are indeed part of the total eco-system; energy is 
passed along the line and refracted in various ways, “the 
rainbow body.” This is cycling, not pollution. 


situation: The human race in the last century has allowed its 
production and dissemination of wastes, by-products and 
various chemical substances to become excessive. Pollution 
is directly harming the eco-system. It is also ruining the 
environment in very direct ways for humanity itself. 


goal: Clean air, clean clear-running rivers, the Presence 
of Pelicans and Ospreys in our lives, unmuddied language 
and good dreams. 


Action 


social/political: Waste and by-product quantity must be 
reduced. Strong legislation controlling DDT and related 
pesticides with no fooling around. Direct exposure of the 
collusion of certain scientists, the pesticide industry, and 
agri-business in trying to block this legislation. Strong 
penalties for air and water pollution by industry. 
“Polution is somebody’s profit.” Phase out petroleum 
fuels, explore all possible energy sources of a non-polluting 
nature: solar power. Tell the truth regarding atomic waste 
disposal and the threat it represents. Stop all germ and 
chemical warfare research and experimentation. Laws 

and sanctions encouraging the use of bio-degradable 
substances; and sanctions against wasteful use of paper, 
etc. which adds to the solid waste of cities. Determine 
methods of re-cycling solid urban waste; and re-cycling 

as a basic principle should inform all waste-disposal 
thinking. 


the community: DDT and such: don’t use them. Air 
pollution: use less cars. Cars pollute the air, and one 
or two people riding lonely in a huge car is an insult to 
intelligence and the Muse. Share rides, pick up hitch- 
hikers, legalize hitch-hiking and build hitch-hiker waiting 
stations along the highways. Also——as a step toward 
the new world——walk more; look for the best routes 
through beautiful countryside for long-distance walking 
trips: San Francisco to Los Angeles down the Coast 
Range, for one. Learn how to use your own manure 

as fertilizer if you’re in the country——as the far East 

has done for centuries. There’s a way, and it’s safe. T 


+ Usually aging in concrete vats or cisterns sunk in the earth 
adjoining the field is the only processing. After @ 2 months 
the material is a consistent fluid which can be ladled or 
pumped into the soil between the rows of plants. Problems 
of worms and disease in Japan are negligible. 


Four Changes 


Solid waste: boycott wasteful Sunday papers which use up 
trees, and add vastly to the solid waste of the city. Refuse 
paper bags at the store. Organize park and street cleanup 
festivals. Don’t waste ——( a monk and an old master were 
once walking in the mountains. They noticed a little hut 
upstream. The monk said, “‘A wise hermit must live there’”— 
the master said, “That’s no wise hermit, you see that 

lettuce leaf floating down the stream, he’s a Waster.” Just 
then an old man came running down the hill with his beard 
flying and caught the floating lettuce leaf.) 


our own heads: Part of the trouble with talking about DDT 
is that the use of it is not just a practical device, it’s almost 
an establishment religion. There is something in western 
culture that wants to totally wipe out creepy-crawlies and 
feels repugnance for toadstools and snakes. This is fear of 
one’s own deepest natural inner-self wilderness areas, and 
the answer is, relax. Relax around bugs, snakes and your 
own hairy dreams. Again farmers can and should share their 
crop with a certain percentage of buglife as “paying their 
dues” ——Thoreau says “How then can the harvest fail? 
Shall I not rejoice also at the abundance of the weeds whose 
seeds are the granary of the birds? It matters little. com- 
paratively whether the fields fill the farmer’s barns. The 
true husbandman will cease from anxiety, as the squirrels 
manifest no concern whether the woods will bear chestnuts 
this year or not, and finish his labor with every day, relin- 
quish all claim to the produce of his fields, and sacrificing 
in his mind not only his first but his last fruits also.” In 
the realm of thought, inner experience, consciousness, as in 
the outward realm of interconnection, there is a difference 
between a balanced cycle, and the excess which cannot he _ 
handled. When the balance is right, the mind recycles from é 
highest illumination to the stillness of dreamless sleep; the 
alchemical “transmutation.” 


Ill. CONSUMPTION 
The Condition_ 


position: Consumption is also a matter of balances and the 
problems that arise with excess. “The Wanton Boy that 
kills a fly shall feel the Spider’s enmity.” 


situation: Man’s use of dozens of “‘resources”’ and his total 
dependance on certain of them (like dependance on fossil 
fuels) exhausts certain presences in the biosphere with 
incalculable results on the other members of the network: 
while rendering mankind vulnerable to the consequences 
of the loss of major supplies. In fragile areas animals and 


birds have all but been extincted in pursuit of furs or feathers 
or fertilizer or oil: the soil is ‘‘used up” and all of this to 
feed outrageous excesses like war, or a phoney consumption- 
oriented economy. 


goal: Balance, harmony, humility, the true affluence of being 
a good member of the community of living creatures. 


Action_ 


social/political: Seek out new self-renewable energy sources. 
And: it must be taught ceaselessly til it sticks that a contin- 
ually “growing economy” is no longer healthy, but a Cancer. 
Re-structure business corporations so that they can function 
without presenting a continually growing profit; stress 
responsible, controlled production. Soil banks, open space, 
phase out logging on federal land. Protection for all predators 
and varmints, Absolutely no further development of roads 
and concessions in National Parks and Wilderness areas; build 
auto campgrounds in the least desirable areas. Develop 
consumer-boycott and consumer research power in the areas 
of irresponsible and dishonest products. Thus: expose the 
myths of capitalism and the cold war. & Communist myths 
of growth aftd production by the by. iW! 


the community: Sharing and conserving; boycotting the 
wasteful. The inherent aptness of communal life, where 
large tools are owned jointly, and personal objects are 
private. If enough people refused to buy a new car for 
one year, it would permanently alter the American economy. 
Re-cycling clothes and equipment. (Goodwill and Salvation 
Army are useful: they should perhaps be confronted and 
straightened out on their pricing and wage policies.) Support 
local handicrafts in shoes and clothes, Learn to break the 
habit of too many unnecessary possessions———a monkey on 
every body’s back——but avoid a self-abnegating anti-joyous 
self righteousness. Simplicity is light, carefree, neat, and 
loving——not a self-punishing ascetic trip. (The greatest 
Chinese poet, Tu Fu, said “The ideas of a poet should be 
noble and simple.’’) 


Don’t shoot a deer if you don’t know how to use all the meat 
and preserve that which you can’t eat; to tan the hide and use 
the leather.—— to use it all, with gratitude, right down to 

the sinew and hooves. Simplicity and mindfulness in diet 

is perhaps the starting point for most people. 


our own heads: It is hard to even begin to gauge how much 
a complication of possessions, the habits of“‘ownership” 
and “‘use”’ stand between us and a true, clear, liberated way 
of seeing the world. To live lightly on the earth,to be aware 
and alive, to be free of egotism, starts with concrete acts, 
but the inner principle is the insight that we are inter- 
dependant energy fields of great potential wisdom and com- 
passion——expressed in each person as a superb mind, a 
beautiful and complex body, and the almost magical capacity 
of language. To these potentials and capacities, “owni 
things” can add nothing of authenticity. “Clad in the sky, 
with the earth for a pillow.” 


IV. TRANSFORMATION 


_The Condition _ 


position: The unbalance in man’s relation to nature & his 
selves is partly an inherent existential question with biolog- 
ical. and ultimate roots——birth, suffering, old age and 
death; and partly a cultural problem. In approaching quest- 
ions of Being and Emptiness we have the wisdom traditions 
and some emerging sciences to help us. In transforming 
culture, we must augment the philosophical perceptions 
with a deep study of history and anthropology. 


_ situation: Our civilized——and probably most other—— 


societies of the last three millenia have functioned well 
enough up to this point. But they no longer have survival 
value. They are now anti-survival. 


oal: Nothing short of total transformation will work. 

hat we envision is a planet on which the human population 
lives harmoniously and dynamically by employing a sophis- 
ticated and unobtrusive technology in a world environment 
which is “left natural.” Specific points in this vision: 


@ A healthy and spacious population of all races, 
much less in number than today. 


@ Cultural and individual pluralism, unified by a 
type of world tribal council. Division by 
natural and cultural areas rather than arbi- 
trary political boundaries 


@ A Technology of communication and quiet 
transportation: land use being sensitive to the 
properties of each region. Allowing, thus, the 
bison to return to much of the high plains. 
Careful but intensive agriculture in the great 
alluvial valleys. Computer technicians who 
run the plant part of the year and walk along 
with the Elk in their migration during the rest—— 


@ A basic cultural outlook and social organization 
that inhibits power and property-seeking while 
encouraging exploration and challenge in things 
like healing songs, flute-playing, meditation, 
mathematics, mountaineering, and all the other 
possible ways of authentic being-in-the-world. 
Women totally free and equal. A new kind of 
family——responsible, but more festive and 

relaxed——is implicit.

Action 


social/political: It seems evident that there are throughout 
the world certain social and religious forces that have worked 
throughout history toward an ecologically/culturally enlight- 
ened state of affairs. Let these be encouraged: Alchemists, 
hip Marxists, Anarchists, Third Worlds, Teilhard and crypto- 
Gnostic Catholics, Druids, Witches, Taoists, Biologists, Y ogins, 
Quakers, Tibetans, Zens, Shamans, Sufis, Amish and Mennon- 
ite, American Indians, Polynesians——all primitive cultures, 
all communal and ashram movements of all persuasions, &c. 
The list is long. Since it doesn’t seem practical or even 
desirable to think that direct bloody force will achieve any- 
thing, it would be best to consider this a continuing“revolu- 
tion of consciousness” which will be won not by guns 
but by seizing the key images, myths, archetypes, eschatol- 
ogies, and ecstasies so that life won’t seem worth living 
unless one’s on the transforming energy’s side. 


our community: Without falling into a facile McLuhanism, 
we can hope to use the media. New schools, new classes, 
——walking in the woods and cleaning up the streets. Let 
no one be ignorant of the facts of biology and related 
disciplines; bringup our children with natural things and a 
taste of the wild. Let some groups establish themselves in 
backwater rural areas and flourish, let others maintain them- 
selves in the urban centers, and let them work together, a two- 
way flow of experience, people, money and home-grown veg- 
etables. Investigating new lifestyles is our work——as is the 
exploration of Ways to change one’s innerworld ——with the 
known dangers of crashing that go with such. We should work 
where it helps with political people, hoping to enlarge their 
vision, And with people of all varieties of politics or ide- 
ologies at whatever point they become aware of environmental 
urgencies. Master the archaic and the primitive, as models of 
basic nature-related cultural styles, as well as the most 
imaginative future possibilities of science and technology, and 
build a community where these two vectors cross, 


our own heads: Is where it starts. Knowing that we are the 
first human beings in history to have all of man’s culture 
and previous experience available to our study, and being 
free enough of the weight of traditional cultures to seek out 
a larger identity. ——The first members of a civilized 
society since the early Neolithic to wish to look clearly into 
the eyes of the wild and see our selfhood, our family, there. 
We have these advantages to set off the obvious disadvantages 
of being as screwed up as we are——which gives us a fair 
chance to penetrate into some of the riddles of ourselves 
& the universe, and to go beyond the idea of “man’s survival” 
or’‘the survival of the biosphere” and to draw our strength 
from the realization that at the heart of things is some kind 
of serene and ecstatic process which is actually beyond qual- 
ities and beyond birth-and-death. “No need to survive!” 
“In the fires that, destroy the universe at the end of the kalpa, 
what survives?” ——“The iron tree blooms in the void!”

Dear 
reader, if | should mention some detail of fucked-up-ed-ness, you 
can match me with some detail you have observed; so don’t fight 
me, you are as uncomfortable and as displeased as me. But, you 
may not feel as bad about this place as | do: you may have just 
arrived and found a slightly sloppy free summer camp, where you 
can fuck without your mother finding out, there are no annoying 
counselors and no schedule. 


But | think of this as my (at-least) temporary home. And | like :

Our average Farmer (Asshole) says to himself: “I’m here visiting 
(for a day, a week, a month or a vear) and |’m not really a part of 
this farm, just a guest, so | can’t do anything really effective about 
the Farm’s condition.” But, who are the non-guests, the permanent 
residents? Well, Page & Nadine, Gordon & Nancy. The rest of you 
can’t be expected to take initiatives because you’re not going to be 
here long. But while you are here you are living in shit, slop, cold, 
hunger, and bediam. | gues you'll stay as long as you can stand it. 


\’d like to see a group of 10 or so people cooperating, taking 
initiatives, picking up the chocolate milk carton, putting away food 
that’s out, cleaning up, helping other people, fixing thing, closing 

the gates, taking care of the equipment. | believe the key to the 
problem is: STABILITY LEADS TO A FEELING OF COMMUNITY. 


We have very little sense of community here, except in desperate 
moments when everybody musthelp. Most of the time, most of us 
are “pigs at the trough”: if you don’t eat fast, your sty-mate will 
get more than you do. And if you don’t avoid chores, you will be 
doing more work than your sty-mate. | believe everyone _ who is 
here for more than a few days falls into this pattern: the place 

just causes it, Because there is no sense of community, each 
person is “right” in grabbing the goodies and avoiding the work. 
This is, maybe, DECAY. 


This is social decay: where the natural forces of the family (help- 
ing, loving, working together) are driven out by selfishness and the 
fear of working on a bad project. 


| believe that the decay, the pigs-at-the-trough feeling, is caused 

by the INSTABILITY. When a stable group of ten lives together 

for weeks, natural forces work for community feeling. When the 
Farm is more than 20% tourists, when the family feeling is broken up 
every day or two by departures and arrivals, | see no hope,

Jethro is a vegetable man, to the extent that he really 
hates pretty much everything that’s either mineral or 
animal. He doesn’t think one should eat anything except 
vegetables, fruits, and nuts, But he’s so damn gloomy 
about it. George Ohsawa says pretty much the same 
things, except that there’s a certain joy in his writings, 
all that nice yin-yang rap and how you can screw your 
old lady nonstop behind brown rice. Jethro mumbles 
dire warnings about prolapsed colons and tenders happy 
descriptions of unfortunate meat and Coca-Cola 

eaters whose insides have turned to scum and brown 
dreck, And anyway he’s just dying to be eating 

Hostess Twinkies and all that. He’s got all kinds of 
recipes in the book for making stuff that tastes like all 
those things he hates and fears, but are really just 
soybeans and raw peanut butter. Things like Nut 

Milk, Vegetable Roast, Original Meat (made with 
Gluten, cereal coffee, and peanut meal) and even 
Vegetable Salmon (peanut butter, carrots, tomatoes, and 
water.) Come ON, Jethro! If you dig peanut butter 

and really believe its good for you, then get out the soy 
butter and the sugarless jam and the whole wheat bread 
and let the devil take the hindmost. But if meat’s on 
your mind, then tie into some prime rib to lay the ghost, 
and lave your conscience with black cohosh tea and a 
high colonic. What good is it to eat some horrid 
porridge, all the time telling yourself that it’s just 

as good or tastes even better than filet mignon. 

Ohsawa tells you that you'll learn to love the taste 

of brown rice like an old friend, that’s where it’s at. 


Jethro is also very big on baths, compresses, and 
enemas, Having never been an enema freak, | don’t 
really know what kind of a hit you get from them, but 
have never been all that curious, Jethro tells us that if 
you’re not taking two or three shits a day, you’re con- 
stipated, and that a couple of herbal enemas a week is 
very good for you. The spectacle of all those grim 


Christian folk sitting around in lowa shooting water 
up each other's asses is not really conducive to feel- 
ings of lightness and joy. 


Most important, it seems to me that this is a book for 
people who are sick or who are afraid they’re get- 

ting sick. It’s like those dim little health food stores 
which are run by old people who wear druggist’s outfits, 
talk in hushed voices, and sell you vitamin pills, | 

prefer the nice bright open ones that sell groovy tasting 
food, It’s basically a book for people who eat health 
foods the way they take medicine, not because they like 
them, but because they’re good for them. People who 
would dart right back to the Safeway and buy all the 
plastic TV dinners if someone proved to them that they 
were harmless and nourishing. People who hate to 

eat, really, but are too afraid of dying not to,

Your letter to the Division of Forestry has been referred to 
our office for reply. 


An erroneous impression exists that mining claims are a 
short cut to obtaining free land, a cabin site, or a site for a 
mountain residence, Such is not the case. Mining claims 
are established for mineral development, and any use of 
the surface for purposes unrelated to mining is unauthoriz- 
ed and therefore, in trespass. 


The lands in the public domain are under the administration (GJ 
and supervision of the U.S.Bureau of Land Management, 
an office of which is located at 2800 Cottage Way, Sacra- 
mento, 95825, Information on the disposition of public 
landcan be obtained from their office. 


We are enclosing a sheet outlining the nature of the Small 
Tract Act, which may prove helpful to you,

Small Tract Act 


People who want to obtain small tracts of public 
land for recreation and residential purposes have 
an opportunity to do so under a law known as the 
Small Tract Act. This law authorizes the Govern- 
ment to sell or lease small tracts of vacant public 
land up to five acres for residential, recreation, or 
business purposes, This law does not apply to 
reserved lands, such as national parks, national 
forests and wildlife refuges. In recent years the 


tracts to people who want to “get away from it 
all.” 


The Small Tract Act was specifically designed to 
meet the needs of our Nation’s growing population 
and furnish them a means of acquiring desirable 
sites for summer homes and other purposes, But 
these lands are not available everywhere and are 
not free, Small tracts that are sold are generally 
sold through competitive bidding and cannot under 
any circumstances be sold at less than the appraised 
fair market value, Sometimes these lands are 

not expensive, but often they sell for many hun- 
dreds of dollars, In all cases, however, it is 
necessary for the Bureau of Land Management to 
classify the lands as best suited to that specific type 
of development. Many thousands of American 
citizens have acquired sites under the Small Tract Act.

The instructions 

are quite clear and the book includes patterns of most 

of the illustrations. Most of the techniques are for 

belts and narrow bands but | have found that quite a 

few of them may be adapted for wider fabrics. Weav- ms 
ing one of the pieces as shown in the book certainly 
inspires wider fabrics in any case.

Report From Gurney’s Organic Garden 


From The Free You Volume 3 September 1969 


Part Two: Reward 

From the outset I was determined to avoid re- 
lating to the garden abstractly, in terms of "po- 
etry," or “ideas,"" My usual tendency is to reduce 
my experience to metaphors, then render the meta- 
phors in words, and I wanted to beat that rap this 
time. Food, chewed up and swallowed, was what the 
garden was all about, and nothing less than that was 
going to satisfy, I wanted the experience to come 
alive outside my head, in the concrete world, and 
achieving that of course was the prime reward. 

But the thing I’m pleased to discover, now that 
the garden is a fact, is that I'm not as nervous as 
I was about abstractions, Abstractions built out of 
other abstractions can lead to actual sickness, I be- 
lieve. But abstraction derived from the concrete is 
like the other side of the coin, yin and yang. It 
feels good to talk about gardening, now that the 
work is done. Feels the best in a long time, in 
fact. Like dessert, after a good meal, It's amaz- 
ing what a little honest, sweat-producing work can 
do for a nervous head, 

So stuff has been occuring to me: talk, for 
instance. The difference in the quality of talk 
that grows out of true experience, against talk that 
grows only out of other talk. Talk among people who 
never do anything but talk, vs. words between people 
who have other things to do with themselves. Drawing 
room conversation dependent on other drawing rooms, 
against conversation among people who've just come 
in from the world. Political opinions based on other 
people's political opinions, against a politics grow- 
ing from the life you've personally lived. It's all 
like the difference between a wax apple, and one just 
dropped off a tree. 

And this: rules. How we've all gone around 
crazy the past few years in revolution against rules 
because they are rules; discovering some rules that 
are bad, deciding all rules must be bad, so what the 
world needs is anarchy. Head filled with such cheap 
crap, then coming up against something like a garden, 
entering into the work of it as if: this is my 
scene; I decide the processes of this garden because 
I'm a free man and I'm going to do my thing. So 
your thing is to spray water around. "Express" your, 
self in water, It's so,..esthetic. The curve of the 
spray is so...poetic. It's a veritable art form, no 
less, the avant-garde of agriculture. Jackson Pol- 
lock with a green thumb, Spray here, spray there, 
spray all over God's whole creation cause I'm going 
to do my thing. 

Well, do tell. Because what's happening, the 
reason all those beans and tomatoes and carrots are, 
like, drooping a little is that you've damned near 
drowned the things. And so you learn: the gardener 
doesn't make up the terms of his relationship to the 
garden. He doesn't invent them out of his precious 
head, change them around according to his petty whim. 
The terms exist before he gets there and they'll 
still exist long after he has gone. It's like the 
plants are saying: "Give us none of your hip eso- 
teric shit; we want water, and we want it in precise 
amounts, according to the varying root systems of 
each plant, We want fertilizer, and if you don't 
know how much, find out. Find out about nitrogen, 
about phosphorus, about potash. For if you expect 
anything from this garden, you must know what the 
garden expects of you. There's a reality among 
these rows, stuff is going on bigger than all of us, 
so dig it. You are only a part of what is happening 
here, Fit yourself into the scheme, Abide by the 
law, and maybe you'll be pleased that you did." 

Then this: pick up a radical newspaper, see a 
picture of the entrance to an Amy post. Fort Dix, 


probably, And above the gate and the M.P.'s helmets 
is a sign that reads: "Obedience to the law is free- 
dom." 


It's one of the philosophical highlights of 
the gardening season to read those words in politi- 
cal terms, and shudder; then read them again in terms 
of the natural world and think: how true, how true.
